A London eorreapondent cablea the 
New York World that Balfonr'a rtform 
of ParliamenUry procednre is devised 

not to facilitate legjalation, bat to make 
the nietiibersliip of the House of Cotu- 
nions exact less from a large l>ody of 
casual and dilettante legislators, of whom 
Balfour himself is the model. The cardi- 
nal (catnre of his scheme is a rearrange- 
ment of tbe hours of the session, so as to 
give the members two hours to attend 
dinner pwrties and two dear imj* at the 
week's enl to coif, motor or yacht. 
Nothing snbslantial is planned to en- 
hance the efficiency of the legislative 
machine, as the Tories fear all new legis- 
lation and have no wish to provide weap- 
ons which a possible Radical Pftrliament 
might turn to important account. 

The Irish parly naturally is pleased 
that their predictions are verified, and 
that all threats of procedure reform to 
cripple their Parliamentary policr have 
ended in smoke. However, they expect 
to keep the Honse diacnsaing this scheme 
for five or six weeks. Speaking on the 
subject of increasetl punishment to be 
meted out to niembi-rs coming into collis- 
icn with the Speaker - which is directed 
solely against the Irishmen— John Red- 
mond, the Chairman of the Irish party, 
said: 

> "No penalty this Honse can impose 
^ iHU deter ns from doing our duty as we 
sec It The Oovammwit may be brought 
face to face with a cootlngeney in which 
the whole Irish representation may with- 
draw from this Psrlisment. Wc would 
far prefer to see it .attempt to govern 
Ireland arbitrarily as a crown colony 
than by tbe fraudulent pretense of con- 
stitutional rule now existing. After a 
few months of that experiment England 
would be glad enough to offer Ireland 
home rale." 

Among the tnmblca Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain haa ancooeded in creating 
for Great Britain ia one in MalU. Last 
year he decreed that after the lapse of 
fifteen years fvnglish should be the sole 
official language of the island. The 
Maltese protested against the suppres- 
sion of their national tongue. Tbe Eng- 
lish Liberals, whose fear of Cii.unberlain 
is Indicrous, have turned a deaf ear to 
the appeala and petitions from the Mal- 
teae. ao J. P. Boland, a young Irish 
MationaUat member, anpported fay the 
Iriah party, took np the Maltoae case. 
Boland has now forced Chamberlain to 
withdraw the language decree and has 
earned the warm thanks of the Malteae, 
especially as Chambeilain deprived the 
concession of all grace by pretending it 
was a tribute to luUan acBtiflMat, not to 
Maltese protests.

Rogulatlona to Bo Olworved 

In the Diocese pi 
Louisville, j 



The holy season of Lent begins 
Wednesday, and impresaive services will 
be held in sll Cstholic churches. Right 
Rev. Bishop McCloskey has issued the 
following re|uUtions to be ob^rved in 
the t«Mmtflc diocese : 

All tbe week days of Lent from Aah 
Wedne.s<iay to Faster Sunday are fast 
days of precept, on one meal, with the 
allowance of a awdcrate oeUatioB In the 
evening. 

The church excuses from the obligation 
of fasting (but not of abstinence from 
fleab meat, except in apedal caacs of 
sicknoaa) the infirm, thoee who are at- 
taining their growth, thoee whose duties 
are of an exhausting or laborious char- 
acter, women in pregnancy or nursing 
infants, aad thoae who are •aftohled 1^ 

old age. 

The following dispensations are 
granted for this diocese by the authority 
of the Holy See: 

First — The use of flesh meat, ss also of 
eggs, is permitted at every meal on the 
Sundaya of Lent and at the principal 
mesls on Mondaya, Tneadaya, Thuradays 
and Ssturdaya, with the exception of 
Saturday in Ember week and Holy 
Saturday. 

Second — Custom also allows the use of 
eggs, butter, milk, etc., at the evening 
collation, and also st the principal meal 
on the days on which the nae of flesh 
meats is forbidden. 

Third— The quality of food allowed at 
a collation in this diocese is lucad, fruit, 
salada, vegetablea aad cold fiah. 

Ponrth— A small ^eoe of bread, with a 
cup of coffee, tea or chodate, can be 
taken in the morning. 

Fifth — Where it is not convenient to 
take tbe principal meal at noon it is law- 
ful to invert tbe order and take collation 
in the morning and diaaer la tbe 
evening. 

Sixth — Drippings and lard msy be 
used ia the preparation of the kinds of 
food which are permitted. 

Seventh — On Sunday there ia neither 
fasting nor abstinence, but fiah can not be 
used with flesh meat at tbe aaoM aMal on 
any Sunday during Lent. 

Eighth— Those who are exempt from 
the precept of fasting can partake of 
flesh meat at every meal during the day 
when by specisi iudult flesh meat is per- 
odtted at the apedal meal. 

The time for falfiilHng the Beater pre- 
cept of oommnnion la the dioeeae ex- 
tends from the first Sunday la Leat to 
Trinity Sunday inclusive. 

By virtue of the indnlt gnated to us 
by the Holy See, March 15, 1895, we 
permit to all workinguien and their 
familiea the use of flesh meat once a day 
on all fast days and abstinence days 
throughout the year, with the exception 
of Friday, Ash Wednesday, the Wednes- 
day and Saturday of Holy Week, and the 
eve of Chriataiaa. 

Thoee who an exempt from tbe obliga- 
tion of fasting ere free to' take meat more 
than once in the d.iys mentioned. 

Those who avail themselves of the iu- 
dult are not allowoil the use (if flesh meat 
and fish at the same meal, and they are 
earnestly exhorted to perforri some other 
act of mortitlciition, such aa abstinence 
from ittt< ' < : ' ' ' ' 1 >; liijuors.

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PRINCB OP DIPLOMATS. 

The secular press makes the sig- 
nificant announcement that the Pope 
has finished a bull relating to the 
poasessioos of the frUrs In the Phil- 
ippines, and that Washington, 
feady aware of its contents, heartily 
approves of the sovereign Pontiff 's 
recommendations. We may be sute 
beforehafid that Leo, the greatest 
sUtesman of the age, has upheld 
every principle and sacred tradition 
regarding the inviolability of eccles- 
iastical property, yielding in noth- 
ing to the clamors of those who 
would find defects in the titles held 
by the religious communitita to the 
estates which ther oocni»y in our 
far-away islands. 

We are glad for the honor of our 
Government that its coarse in re- 
spect to these much coveted pos- 
sessions has been in accord with its 
generally honorable tenor toward 
ecclesiastical property, displaying 
noeacemess to confiacate, in the 
name of the State, acres which 
rightfully belong to private copora- 
tions. writes the veneraUe Pather 
Cronin in the Catholic Union and 
Times. .Secretary Root's proposal 
to buy out the present owners at a 
fair market price has at least the 
basis of honesty to recommend it, 
although the advisability of the 
plan may be disputed not only 
economic but also on several other 
grounds. 

Of course, if Washington con- 
curs in the views of Rome on this 
momentous question voices will 
not be wanting to cry out that 
Roosevelt has gone to Canossa, and 
that Papal emissaries have gained 
a fatal foothold at the White House. 
The fact that Leo, the prince of 
diplomats, hr.s given the only 
equitable and practical solution of 
this rather international question 
will be overlooked by those bigots 
who would rather have our Govern- 
ment go wrong than acquiesce in a 
Papal plan of settlement. Yet 
these disturbers are in the minor- 
ity, and we feel canvinced that 
their hostile attitude will have no 
effect upon the general good sense 
of our people or upon the deter- 
mination of our Government to re- 
spect the laws of justice in the 
disposition to be made of these re- 
ligious possessions. 

The ready compliance of the 
United SUtes authorities with the 
plan proposed by the sovereign 
Pontiff, instead of humiliating our 
Government, will exalt it in the 
eyes of all lovers of justice, no 
matter of what oeed or nationality, 
and will be certain to contribute as 
much, if not more, than any other 
factor hi bringing speedy peace to 
the distracted Philippines. The 
courtesy displayed by the Holy 
Father in acquainting the author- 
ities at Washington with the terma 
of his plan relative to the settle- 
ment of the question before pub- 
lishing it to the world at large 
indicates a ddioaey and prudence 
not always present in the transac- 
tions of the purely secular dip- 
lomat. 

Confident of his own position. 

trusting likewise to the fair-minded 
spirit of the American people and 
their representatives, the Head of 
Chriatendom fearlesdy commiu 
himself to an exact statement of 
the case under issue, proposing at 
the same time the only equitable 
solution of a question which, if 
allowed to drag its weary length 
along, might involve Catholics and 
the sects in disgraceful religiom. 
controversy. The apostolic vigor 
of Leo, his training and experience 
in honorable statecraft, the personal 
sanctity of the man and the mo- 
mentous nature of the question to 



be settled, will make the forth- 
coming pronouncement of the Holy 
Father one of the most remarkable 
and widely read publications of the 
age. With the faith which chil- 
dren have in their great father, 
Catholics fed assured beforehand 
that the best thoughts of the times, 
the soundest principles of equity 
and the most unswerving kyalty 
to the traditions of mother church 
will be revealed, not only to us 
who cherish his every word, but to 
those who kmg for solid doctrine 
whether' of Church or of State. 

PRINCB HBNRY'S VI5IT. 

All Americans agree with the 
New York World in its declaration 

that it would be a great mistake to 
regard Prince Henry's visit as only 
a special expreadon of the desire of 
the Kaiser and his Government to 
honor and compliment this coun- 
try. It is that and much more. 
The German people and the Em- 
peror are one in this matter. If 
there were any doubt on this point 
it would be completely dispelled by 
the unanimous voice of the im- 
portant newspaper editors of Berlin! 

"Every German sincerely wishes 
and confidently hopes that Prince 
Henry's" viait "wiU vastly contrib- 
ute toward confirming and drawing 
closer the cordial relations' ' between 
the German and American nations, 
says Dr. Wilhelm Lauser, of the 
official Nord-Deutsche Allegemcine 
Zeitung. Dr. Kobner, editor of the 
National Zeitung, organ of the Na- 
tional Liberal party, dedares that 
the object of the Prince is "to fos- 
ter the idea that good will and 
friendly feeling should be preserved 
between the two nations. ' ' Editor 
Bachmann, of the Vossische Zei- 
tung, says 'the wish of cU true 
Germans who love their country" 
is that Prince Henry's visit will 
"cement the relations between the 
two countries. ' ' Dr. Kronsbein, of 
the semi-official Post, dedares that 
in going "to greet the great Amer- 
ican nation" the Kaiser's brother 
is accompanied by "the warmest 
sympathies of the German nation." 

Editor Streit, of the Borsen 
Courier, the leading financial paper 
of Berlin, refers to the warmth of 
the reception the American people 
are preparing for Germany's royal 
envoy, and says it must tend to 
' 'solidify the good relations' ' of the 
two countries. Dr. Bsrth, leader 
of the chief radical party in the 
Reichstag, is as warm in his ap- 
proval of the Prince's object as are 
the Government organs. It is. he 
observes, "of the utmost. import- 
ance for Germany" to have the 
friendship of the American peojple, 
and to "dieridi it in every direc- 
tion." . 

CjlVIUZATIOMS COMPARED 

A few days ago a great secular 

university — the Northwestern — re- 
fused point blank to admit women 
as students of medidne. We have 
had numerous mournful shridu 
since the refusal, but the faculty 
has stood the abuse heroically. 
The Northwestern will not be a 
party to the naking of any more 
women doctors. 

And over in Scotland, as re- 
corded in our columns last wedc, 
the trustees of one of that coun- 
try's leading hospitals unceremoni- 
ously turned out a Catholic woman 
doctor— not because she was a 
Catholic, but because die was a 
woman. Both these inddents took 
place in Protestant countries, and 
in lands, moreover, that boast their 
liberality and progress, writes the 
editor of the Catholic Telegraph. 

Nevertheless, if we look back to 
the despised Catholic Middle Ages 
we find Catholic women who were 



lawyers, doctors, teachers— even 
university professors. As a rule 
the so-oUcd new woman has a 
mighty grievance against the 
church — or imagines she has; yet 
it is a fact that women received 
greater justice in the Catholic ages 
than they do now. Moreover it is 
an undeniable fact that at this 
very moment the Catholic Univer- 
dty of Fribourg admits women to 
the study of medidne aind confers 
diplomas upon them. We glean, 
furthermore, from Spanish ex- 
changes that there are women 
doctors over in Catholic Spain. 

The so-called new woman ought 
enlarge her horizon. Evidently 
her view ia not suffidently broad. 
She is looking at the church and 
thinks she sees it; instead she sees 
the cloud of abuse which intoler- 
ance has been pouring around it 
for centuries. Were she to come a 
little closer she would probably 
change her opinion. It would 
surprise her, no doubt, to learn 
that Catholic nuns have been urged 
by Bishops to vote over in Austra- 
lia, and that last summer the Bel- 
gian Cathdic party offered to ac- 
cept the Socialists' demand that 
women be allowed to vote in that 
country. The church is not the 
monster some people persist in 
painting her. 

C0NTRA5lir~« 

Analysis of the interesting census 

bulletins i.ssued last week giving 
comparative figures of our great 
industries for 1890 and 1900 is 
well worth while. It affords the 
first body of evidence covering the 
entire country and bearing on the 
actual influence of trusts upon pro- 
duction, prices and wages. Between 
1890 and 1900 the number of flour- 
ing and grist mills increased by 
nearly 7,000, the capitd invested 
in them increased over $10,000,000 
and annual value of their products 
by $47,000,000. The total number 
of wage-earners employed was de- 
creased by 10,000 and the total 
wages paid decreased by $435,000. 
The flouring and grist mill industry 
is completely controlled by trusts. 
In sharp contrast is the story told 
by the census figures on the cheese, 
butter and milk factories — which 
are not yet trust-owned. Within 
the same ten years the number of 
such factories has almost doubled, 
the capital invested and the yearly 
value of the product have both been 
doubled. At the same time the 
number of wage-earners has slightly 
increased and the total wages paid 
have increased by $1,748,000 a jrear 
— nearly 40 per cent. This com- 
parison is both interesting and in- 
structive. 



Sufficient money has been ex- 
pended by the organized working- 
men of Kentucky in maintaining 
committees at Frankfort in an 
endeavor to secure legislation bene- 
ficial to the breadwinners of the 
State to have paid the campaign 
expenses and elected enough mem- 
bers to pass all bills that are neces- 
sary. What the workingmen need 
in the Legidature is votes, and the 
only sure way to secure them is to 
elect Senators and Kepresentittives 
from thdr own ranks. All that 
has been accomplished by the com- 
mittees who visit Frankfort during 
the past twenty years is not ^rorth 
a fig. Isn't it about time the labor 
leaders gave this plan a trial? 
T*iev surely are not afraid their 
fellows will throw them down, too. 
Give your own boys a diance and 
you will accomplish much more.
